Sons,  New  York.  75  pp.  (Profusely  illustrated.  Abbreviated  informa- 
tion on  Shet lands.  Exmoors,  Dartmoors,  Arabs,  Highlands,  Hackneys, 

Fells,  Dales,  Connemaras,  New  Forests,  and  Welsh  ponies.) 

Hurst,  Mrs.  Victor.  1950.  Ponies  and  riders.  Charles  Scribner's  Sons, 

New  York.  256  pp.  (This  is  a complete  survey  of  the  care  and 
handling  of  ponies;  the  origin  of  the  horse,  the  various  breeds  of 
ponies,  the  care  and  training  of  ponies,  hunting  and  showing.) 

Macdonald,  John  M.  1937.  Highland  ponies  and  some  reminiscences  of  high- 
landmen,  Eneas  Mackay,  Stirling  (Scotland).  205  pp.  (This  book 
traces  the  history  of  the  development  of  the  pony  in  the  British 
Isles,  Contains  an  index  of  ponies,  studs,  and  principal  breeders.) 

Otto,  Margaret  and  Stuart.  1954.  The  horse  and  pony  book.  William  Morrow 
and  Co.  New  York.  64  pp.  (Written  primarily  for  juveniles.) 

Reed,  Felicity.  1952.  Your  pony.  Geoffrey  Bles,  London.  160  pp.  (On  the 
care  and  handling  of  ponies  from  birth  to  old  age.  Contains  chapters 
on  shoeing,  veterinary  and  breeding  advice,  and  schooling.  One  chapter 
is  devoted  to  the  various  native  breed  of  ponies  in  the  British  Isles.)
